Claims 1,17, and 32 are independent claims drawn to compounds of a bicyclic system 
substituted with a ring containing ApAs. Variables A1-A5 are defined in term of N or 
CRa. Variable Ra is defined in terms of hydrogen, Rb and ''groups that are taken together 
with an adjacent Ra to form a„.ring:' It is unclear what ''groups'' are taken together. 
Furthermore, R^ can also form a ring with R3, and thus, it is unclear if a tricyclic system 
is also intended for the fiised ring containing A1-A5. Because of the ambiguity in the 
definitions of R^, and Aj-As, and the uncertainty in the number of rings, no meaningfiil 
search can be carried out for the compoimds recited in claims 1, 17 and 32. 

Claims 2-11, 18-25, 29-31, 33-39, 43-48 depend on claim 1, or 17 and/or 32 for the 
defmition of R^, and the ring containing ApAs, and thus, the compounds recited in said 
claims cannot be searched either.
